handicapped campers have the opportunity 
to attend a six-week summer program at the 
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Elmhurst Center. This program is designed 
for their special needs and includes 


developmental programming as well as fun. 

Both phases of the Elmhurst Camp 
program are staffed by supervisors and. 
counselors. 

Funds for the Elmhurst Camp come 
primarily from the contributions to the Bath 
Area United Way, Sagadahoc County, and 10 
towns in Lincoln County.
